Bar Drunk Drivers 


From the Roads 


A lter years oi gently ('hiding the driving public, “ If 
you drink, don't drive. 
w hile tabulating an cvor- 
higher toll of drunk-caused highway deaths. the N a­ 
tional Safety Council has decided to “Scream Bloody 
M urder.’* 
In a \ ear-long new spaper, m agazine, radio ami 
television cam paign directed hy the Advertising Coun­ 
cil, the S aleu Council intends to dram atize the sick­ 
ening details ot tin drunk-dnver m enace. 
Som e of 
the tacts: 
— Of the 56.400 traffic deaths in 1900, m ore than 
half w ere caused hy drinking drivers 
To put it another wa>. even if all the causes of 
accidents cduUI 1".' remov ed but this on- , wc would 
still be faced w ith 28,000 n eed ier death- a year. 
— Contrary to what r generally believed, the iver- 
agc “social drinker" i- n< t the problem. A lthough it i- 
better not to drink at all it one is going to drive, TO 
pn* cent ot the nation’s 107 m illion licensed drivers 
do drink and drive, at least occasionally. 
It is a tin- 
> per cent ot heavy drinkers who cause 
alm ost all the dam age, 
— People arrested for drunken driving typically are 
not drivers who have had onh a couple of drinks. A 
m ajority are alcoholics, ot whom there are five to 
six m illion m this country, most of them licensed to 
drive, 
— More than half of those arrested for drunken 
driving h ave bl* oil alcohol levels of 0.20 per cent or 
m ore, well above th e U.l - lev* 1 which is the legal 
standard for determ ining drunkeness in m ost state- 
and w hich m am expert- say is far too high. (Man' 
European countries have adopted 0.05 per cent a> the 
standard . ) 
T hese people usually have histories of violence and 
problem s in other areas and have had frequent con­ 
tact with courts and so ial agencies Man; have eon- 
victions associated with excessive drinking. 
These people an 
sick and cannot be reached b\ 
m oral appeals or threat of punishm ent. They must be 
rem oved from the road, says the Safety Council. 
U nfortunately, the council sabotages its own effec­ 
tive m essage by urging people to w rite in “ to find 
out what you can do.’ How m am are going to both­ 
er? 
The only w ay to remove the drunk driver from the 
highw ay is to rem ove him. 11 the Safety Council 
knows how the average citizen can “Scream Bloody 
M urdev” loud enough to get his state legislature to 
pass the laws that will ¡1" that— and, most im portant, 
ilow to get judge to back up those law s— it ought to 
com e right out and say so. 


Who's Holding Bag? 


Speaking of highw ay safety, the autom obile 
in­ 
dustry ami the Departm ent of Transportation are re­ 
portedly on a collision course over the question of air 
bags in cars. 
The departm ent (DOT» has set 1971 as the year in 
which ail new cars m ust have this “ passive res­ 
traint" system 
consisting of a plastic bag which 
would inflate instantly in the event of a crash, cush­ 
ion driver and front seat passengers, then deflate— 
all in a split second before the occupants w ere even 
aw are there had been a collision. 
Bugs rem aining in the system include the ear-shat­ 
tering, shotgunlike blast when the bag 
i- inflated 
with com pressed g a s and the very real danger oi the 
bag inflating w hen it -iiould not. One carm aker, To­ 
yota, has dem onstrated a s>stem triggered bv a ra­ 
darlike device w hich a ctiv ities the bag prior to an 
actual crash, thus allowing les- explosive inflation.
